COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 
INCONSEQUENCE of the capital house attracted on Wednesday, 
in last week, to the performance of Joan of Are, TheOriginal, 
and the Pantomime, the same entertainments were repeated last 
night with the same result. We observe that that admirable 
actress,’ Miss Huddart, is announced as Mrs, Warner at last ; most 
of our readers we believe are aware that she celebrated her own 
bridal duriug the successful run of the Play of that title at the 
Haymarket. We understand Her Majesty expressed herself very 
much delighted with Mise Huddart’s personation of Joan of Are, 
which she has twice seen, remaining even to the dropping of 


the curtain. 
DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

The Daughter of the Danube, Simpson and Co. and the new 
Pantomime, drew a fasbionable audience to this Theatre yester- 
day evening. The night Balfe’s Opera of The Maid of Artois 
was produced at this Theatre, poor Malibran, while prostrate 
with her lover in the last scene, duiing the long march of soldiers, 
in pursuit of them, from fatigue in over acting, fell so exhausted 
aa to create fears of her being able to sing the fina'e ; but in the 
above posture, and feigning sleep, she contrived to make Bunn, 
the manager, understand that if he could fill the empty flask, 
(used in the scene,) and which she most artfully kicked to the 
side of the prompter, that it would ensure an encore for the last 
piece ; the manager of course kept the soldiers marching, filled 
the flask with the best brown stout, and, unperceived by the 
audience, conveyed the bottle to Malibran, which she soon emp- 
tied of its contents, rallied, and then sang the finale with immense 
applause, and was encored. After this performance, she went to 
the palace of St. James’s, and joined the Italians in a Concert.The 
Queen enquired of her the fate of the Opera, to which Malibran 
replied, ‘‘It has been highly applauded,, but I would not presume 
to anticipate the judgment which I hope your Majesty will have 
occasion to form of its merits,” ‘I shall go,” said Her Majesty, 
“ at the earliest opportunity.’’ From the palace, Malibran, joined 
a jovial coterie of managers, composers, poets, singers,Foreign and 
English, at Balfe’s, and during supper the above anecdote was fold 
in a right merry mood. | 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE.
